We select from the report of the 
Roads Associari 

tairo the following estimate of 
ing made by good roads: 

Col. Albert A. Pope. one of the leading 
road reformers of the United States, 
clares that bad roads jcost the United 
States 250 millions a year. Good roads 
would save the use of two millions 
draught animals, worth one hundred and 
seventv millions of dollars. and costing 
100,000,000 a year. It is further comput-
